Other Departments and Agencies may conduct 
iiaigon on non-clandestine matters with foreign intelligence and security 
gervices as required for the proper execution of their missions, However, all 
liaison which concerng oar affects clandestine matters shail be courd inated 
in advance and on a continuing basis with the Certrel Intelligence Agency in
